GIRL KEEPS ‘POISON
PEN' NOTES SECRET
FROM THEIR FATHER

When He Receives One
Himself Postal Authorities
Are Called In and Dress-

maker Is Arrested.

Acoused of sanding polson pen’ lettars
to folr members of a Bharon HII family,
Miss Anna Biahl, a Sharon Hill dress-
maker, ia held today under 8300 ball to
awnit the aotlon of tha Federal Grand
Jury next Monday,

E. P. Timmonas and his daughters, Mary,

Z: Iielen, 17, and Aunes, 15, who live In
A large house at ™ Chestor Pike, wers
the objects of thas writer's attanokm
atticks extenced over

anonyimous wriler confined
the girls,

But in December the wilter hegan ad-
Arosning Mr. Tlmmons, who then learned
for tha first time that his daughtera had
hean receiving letters. He appealed to
the postal nuthotities, who acoused Miss
Stahl after an Inveatigation Insting nearly
four months,

Mre. Timmona' daughters, who had
baen getting the letters for nearly two
yenrs, tore them up and kept the attacks
A eeerat, But two received by Mr. Tim-
mona and two more which eame to Mins
Helen Timmons, whe was the pringipal
object of atiack, were turned over to the
postal anthoritios,

They have boen Investigating  sinee
Mnay. Misa Stahl waa arrented in a Gor-
mantown houae where ahe had gope to do
some  dresamaking, She denles any
Knowledge of the letter writing,

Mathew McViear, a postoffice Inmpector
nssigned to the came, went tn Misa Stahl
on June 1 and induead hor to copy two
of tha letters recelved by Misa Helen Tim-
monm,

When Mr. Timmons, a fish and oyater
commisglon merehant at Water and
Dock streets, received the letter, he had
It put In the hands of the postal authori-
tles. Threa months' work by Inspector
Mnathew McViear resulted in the arrest
of Miss Stahl. She denles having written
tho letters, though her handwriting, ac-
enrding  to  experts, conforms closely
with *hat in the poison pen letters which
have hesn streaming Intp the Timmons
home for the Iast two years.

The four letters, two of them written
by Mliss Stahl, were submitted to T. H.
MeCool, a handwriting expert, who de-
clared they were nll the work of the same
person. The writer of the polson pen
lettors had tried to disgulse her writing,
but after the first few lines assumed
charnctoristica disappenred nnd the script

grew mnatural,
10 LETTERS RECEIVED,
All the letters asent to the Timmons

girla were unprintabln. Thera have been
more than a hundred In all, McViear be-
Heves, and they came at Intervals of g
few days, Moat of them were malled In
Philadelphia, but two which will be of-
fored as evidence eame from Darby.

Of all the Iotters only four remnin, The
Timmona girla tore them up as soon as
they arrived and aald nothing about them.

Finally, irritiuted, it is belleved, by the
failure to arousa the girls to showing
they had received the lettors, the mysteri-
ous writer nddressed Mr. Timmons. The
firat note reached him in December and
the ascond in January. Hoth warned him
that his daughters ahould be watched and
contained vlclous accusations,

Por roma time Timmons tried unsue-
cenafully to find who was writing the
letters, and then offered the reward of
3500, That faniled, and he turned to the
postal inspectors,

At Nret it was bellsved that the latters
were inepired by Jenlousy, and on that
assumption several Sharon Hill young
women were closely watched., When sus-
plelon fell on Mlss Stahl, however, that
thenry was dlscarded,

Thoere bas never been ‘a man in the
enpe,’’ acoording to the Investigators. A
vouth who was boarding with the Btahla
was sent away the day after McViear
questioned thelr dnughter, In order that
susplelon could not be attached to her
throngh his presence. Tt In sald ha called
twice at the Timmons home. "I am old
snough to he his mother, anyway,’" Disas

gtahl declared when his name Wwas
brought Into the guestioning.

OFFERED REWARD FOR AUTHORS,

Mr. Timmons offered n roward of §d0
when he first learned the lelters were
coming into his house. but efforts of
private detectives to find who was writ-
ing them were fulile.

In Mav he appealed 1o the postal In-
spectors, and Mathew McViear set out
to learn the identity of the writer.

“1t was a process of ellmination that
led us to suspect Miss Shaw," sald Me-
Vicar today. A list of persona who might
hava writtan the letiers was prepared,
but 1t was cut down untll only Miss
Stnhl remained. Thin was last May.

The evidence on which Miss Biahl waas
held yesterday was secured by MoVioar
on June L That day he want to aee
Miss Stahl at her home, Misa Etahl 1s
a woman of 41, 8hs and her mother and
a vounger brother have lived In a small
double house at Sharon HIill for ten
yenra, The accused woman I8 n dress-
maker, often employed by wealthy Philn-
delphians and vesidents of the suburbs.

MeViear found Miss Stahl at home and
told her she was suspectad of having
written the lattera to the Timumons girla.
8he danlad It
